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New York’s Place In Holstein History 


HILE the credit for the first permanent introduc- 
\W tion of the Holstein breed into America goes to 
New England, through the Chenery importations 

of 1852, ’57, 59 and ’61, New York’s slogan—The Nursery 
of the Breed—is well supported by the facts. The Gerrit 
Miller importation of 1869 marks the beginning of this 
mammoth industry in New York State and New York 
breeders carried the brunt of the burden of laying the 
foundations for the breed in the years following. During 
this formative period of the seventies and eighties, New 
York State may look with pride upon the part played by 
breeders in this state. Following Mr. Miller, we have 
such well known importers as Smiths & Powell of Syra- 
cuse; T. G. Yeomans & Son of Walworth; Frederick C. 
Stevens of Attica; J. B. Dutcher & Son of Pawling, and 
B. B. Lord & Son of Sinclairville, New York, and others. 


The preponderance of New York breeders in laying the 
foundations of the Holstein-Friesian breed in America 
may perhaps be best illustrated in a general way by the 
following statement. Some six years ago when the writer 
in company with his brother, William Prescott, was as- 
sembling the material for the book ‘“Holstein-Friesian 
Foundations,” selection was made of the twenty-five early 
animals that had exerted the greatest influence upon the 
subsequent history of the breed. Inspection of the list 
at this time reveals the interesting fact that twenty-three 
of the twenty-five—all but two—were either bred, import- 
ed or developed by New York State breeders. 


To Mr. Miller, who was the second importer of this 
breed, is credited the breeding or importation of Billy 
Boelyn, Sir Henry of Maplewood, Empress, Echo and 
Johanna—five out of the list of twenty-five selected foun- 
dation families. To the Smiths & Powell Company are 
credited Netherland Prince, Clothilde and Aaggie. De 
Kol 2d, most prolific of the early foundation cows, was 
imported by B. B. Lord & Son and her development joint- 
ly credited to J. B. Dutcher & Son, and Henry Stevens & 
Sens of Lacona, New York. With the latter establishment 
are also associated Netherland Hengerveld, Belle Korn- 
dyke, Helena Burke, Inka and Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, 
with Pauline Paul at one time a member of this herd, 
though developed by the Dutchers. Frederick C. Stevens, 
imported Colantha, Mechthilde and Jewel, and developed 
Sir Henry of Maplewood. T. G. Yeomans & Son developed 
Paul De Kol, imported Queen of Wayne, and her daugh- 
ter, Princess of Wayne, and assisted with the Aaggie 
Family through the importation of her famous daughter, 
Aaggie 2d. The Unadilla Valley Breeders’ Association, of 
which Solomon Hoxie was a moving spirit, developed 
Mooie and Jacoba Hartog, (beth imported by T. E. Whit- 
ing of Massachusetts), while Pietertje 2d, although a Mas- 
sachusetts importation, was developed by Dallas B. 
Whipple of Cuba, New York. This accounts for the whole 
list of twenty-five included in the Genealogical Table of 
Holstein-Friesian Foundations, except Mercedes and Tri- 
tomia, both importations of T. B. Wales of Iowa. 





Of the thirty-six family sketches appearing in Hol- 
stein-Friesian Foundations, twenty-five were directly con- 
nected with New York breeders as importers, owners or 
developers. No other state is credited with more than 
four, and most of these eleven that are credited to the 
rest of North America had a close connection in breeding 
with New York strains. These include the Burke inheri- 
tance of the Bess Burke family; the “Homestead” name 
of Wisconsin’s Homestead family from that New York 
bred sire, Homestead Jr. De Kol; the “Echo” in the 
May Echo family from the Gerrit Miller herd; both sides 
of the Aaggie Cornucopia family; and in a more remote 
degree the sire’s side of the Ormsby family direct to the 
Miller lines. 


So much for the foundations of blood lines. New York 
has also a proud history in the development of the breed 
through official testing. During the first years after the 
making of records was put on an official basis, with su- 
pervision by the State Colleges and Experiment Stations, 
New York breeders rather dominated the field. Henry 
Stevens & Sons won about a third of all the prizes offered 
the first year; De Kol 2d and Netherland Hengerveld were 
the world’s champions for several years with their 26-lb. 
records. In the McAdam herd at Utica, New York, in 
1901, Sadie Vale Concordia made the first 30-lb. official 7- 
day butter record. Many other champions followed in the 
various classes, but no record was brought forward of 
greater significance than that of Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
2d, when in the herd of Stevens Brothers-Hastings Com- 
pany. Liverpool, New York, in 1911, she became the first 
1,000-Ib. fat producer of any breed. 


In the Stevens herd, the noted century sires, King of 
the Pontiacs, King Segis Pontiac and De Kol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3d, were all developed. H. A. Moyer, of Syracuse— 
breeder and developer of champions—made the name of 
King Segis a by-word in Holstein ranks. A. A. Hartshorn, 
of Hamilton, New York, working. closely with Mr. Moyer, 
made his share of history with the Prilly and Walker 
families. The late A. W. Brown, of West Winfield, New 
York (developer of the Segis family, including the breed- 
ing of the dam of King Segis), built on the famous sires, 
Inka Princess’ Pietertje Netherland, Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad, Paul Beets De Kol and Korndyke Queen De 
Kol’s Prince. E. H. Dollar, Heuvelton, New York, brought 
Pontiac Korndyke back home from Michigan and brought 
out many a champion in his: program of close in-breeding. 
John Arfmann tied his kite to King Segis Pontiac Alcar- 
tra, famous $10.000 calf. who started the vogue for five- 
figure prices. Beaver Dam Stock Farm, Montgomery, 
New York, placed Ormsby Korndyke Lad, in the lead for 
number of 1,000-lb. daughters. Harry Yates, of Orchard 
Park, New York, through show ring and test barn, has 
done and is now doing much to keep in the forefront the 
Posch family (originated in New York through B. B. 
Lord’s importation of the foundation cow, Aaltje Posch, 
but largely developed in Canada). W. D. Robens, Poland,

New York, another veteran breeder still working in the 
front line trenches, has made his share of history with 
such sires as Sir Veeman Hengerveld, Sir Korndyke Pon- 
tiac Artis and King Korndyke Sadie Vale, while his pres- 
ent senior sire, King Ormsby Ideal, bids fair to excel all 
of his predecessors in this herd. 

The list could be multiplied indefinitely. Middleton 
Farms, McLaury Brothers, Kingsford Farms, Henry Mor- 
genthau. Jr., Owen D. Young, and many others, from all 
sections of the state, are doing their part in keeping the 
name of New York up among the leaders in present-day 
Holstein ranks. It should be a matter of pride to New 
York breeders that this state ranked second last year in 
Honor List points won from the National Association. 
New York Holstein breeders are also doing much fine 
work in the cow testing associations, the general propor- 
tion of leaders in the forty-four associations of the state 
from month to month running from 80 to 90% Holstein. 
New York State is the official home state of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. Its charter of incorpora- 
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tion was granted by New York State, as was the earlier 
charter of its predecessor, the Holstein Breeders’ Agsgo. 
ciation of America. New York today has more members 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America than any 
other state. Testimony to the present sound position of 
the industry here is strikingly evidenced by the fact that 
last year more new members joined from New York State 
than from any other state. 

New York breeders are becoming alive to the value of 
showing. Last year’s New York State Fair show of 273 
Holsteins was exceeded in numbers only by the State 
Fair of Wisconsin, and many of the county fairs staged 
Holstein exhibits outranking the state fairs of only a few 
years ago. 

While in the present size and stage of development of 
the Holstein industry, no one state can ever again hope 
to occupy the predominant position held by New York 
State when the foundations of the breed were being laid, 
New York today has no need to live in the past where 
its Holstein achievements are concerned. 
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SEVEN SISTERS IN THE KRIEMHILD HERD

importation of Hon. Gerrit S. Miller arrived at his farm 

in Peterboro, Madison County, New York. At that time 
the Holstein breed in this country consisted of the Chenery 
importation of 1861 (a bull and four cows) and their in- 
crease, together with one bull remaining from the earlier 
Chenery importations. Contemplating the Holstein breed 
in America today with over 1,800,000 animals registered 
in its herd book, outnumbering as it does all other dairy 
breeds combined, and producing around 70% of all dairy 
products consumed in northern centers, it seems almost 
impossible that such a growth and development could take 
place within the life span of a single individual. Mr. Miller 
today occupies the unique position of having personally 
witnessed the whole development of this breed from its 
very beginning in this country down to the present day. 
Like Aeneas of Ancient Greece, he can truthfully say— 
“All of this I saw and a part of it I was.” 

Mr. Miller’s Kriemhild Herd was founded in October 
1869 by the importation of the bull Hollander (20), and the 


¥ WAS sixty years ago in October that the first Holland 


three cows, Dowager (7), Crown Princess (6) and Fraulein 
(9). The first calf born in the herd was Agoo (1), im- 
ported in the cow, Dowager (7). She was dropped March 
15, 1870, and appears as the first female registered in the 
first herd book of the breed (the herd book of the Associa- 


tion of Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle, pub- 
lished in 1872). Following the death of Mr. Chenery in 
1872, upon Mr. Miller’s competent shoulders fell the task 


of editing the introductory matter of subsequent herd 
books, and this task he performed with distinction for all 
of the eight remaining volumes, except the fourth. when 
he was serving as president of the organization. 

From the outset of his breeding operations, Mr. Miller 
recognized production as fundamental. In 1869—when he 
started farming—he jnaugurated the practice of weighing 
and recording the daily production of his cows for every 
milking throughout the year—thus pioneering another 
movement that lies at the very foundation of sound dairy 
practice, and which is responsible for the present-day pop- 
ularity of the Holstein cow. The first cow of this breed

to complete a yearly production record by actual weight 
was Dowager (7), one of Mr. Miller’s first importation. Her 
record, completed in 1872, was 12,681 lbs., 8 oz.—a fore- 
runner of later productions for this breed that were des- 
tined tc overshadow all competition. 

At that time the annual yield at cheese factories was 
between 3.500 and 4,000 lbs. so that Dowager’s record 
over three times as high—attracted much attention. Now 
we have Segis Pietertje Prospect, the present champion 
with a production nearly three times as high as Dowager’s 
performance of 1872. They are truly the Alpha and Omega 
of the breed’s achievements in milk production. The en- 
tire lot of two-year-old heifers in the Miller herd tested 
during 1926-27 averaged over 12,000 lbs. on ordinary herd 
care, another example of the progress of the breed since 
Dowager’s day. 





So significant were these two events—improved breed- 
ing, as typified by Agoo, the first Holstein female regis- 
tered, and improved dairy methods, as represented by the 
yearly record of Dowager, that the New York Holstein- 
Friesian Association has performed a real and most fit- 
ting service by erecting a permanent marker on the Miller 
Farm whereby these facts may be preserved authentically 
for posterity. 

The second Miller importation was made in 1876. This 
consisted of six head, including that famous foundation. 
history-making sire. Billy Boelyn. He was recognized 
as the greatest sire of his day for type and productidn, as 
well as an individual of outstanding type himself. He 
was the first sire to have two daughters with records av- 
eraging over 100 lbs. milk in a day. At the present time, 
every 1,000-lb. fat producer of the breed in this country 
traces at least twice to Billy Boelyn, a statement that can 
be made of no other sire. His third importation was 
brought over in 1878, comprising nine head, eight heifers 
and the cow, Johanna (344) selected as the best cow then 
recorded in the Netherlands Herd Book. She later founded 





the family bearing her name and js still recognized as one 
of the great foundation cows of the breed. The following 
year (1879), Mr. Miller made his fourth and fifth importa- 
tions. These totalled seventeen head each and included 
such famous foundation animals as Empress, Plenty, 
Nannie Smit, Hulda, Ondine and Coronet. What a founda- 
tion this proved to be! Empress later (at 13 years of 
age) became the champion for milk production with 19,714 
Ibs., 8 oz. milk in a year. Her son, Empire, by Billy Boe- 
lyn, Mr. Miller regards as the greatest sire he ever owned. 
Plenty later produced two daughters, Pledge (by Billy 
s3oelyn) and Plum (by Empire) that founded distinguished 
families of their own. Coronet produced Copia (by Billy 
Boelvn) that founded another family which has lived down 
to the present day. The famous sire and show bull, Sir 
Henry of Maplewood, was bred by Mr. Miller. being sired 
by a son of Hulda and out of Ononis, a daughter of Em- 
pire from Cnyx, who was imported in her dam, Ondine. A 
half century is a long span of years, but the blood of the 
Miller importations has carried on and is today to be 
found in the pedigrees of most of the great animals of the 
present time. Its local influence is reflected in the popu- 
larity of the breed in his home county of Madison, which 
has more Holstein population today than any other county 
in the United States. 

During this entire period, Mr. Miller has been carrying 
on his breeding operations, adding but one female to the 
herd by purchase in the last half century, that one a 
Dutchland-bred heifer selected in 1924. 3yv constructive 
breeding, with the judicious addition of outside blood 
through herd bulls of desirable breeding the standard of 
the herd has been well maintained and an outstanding 
showing for production hung up in recent years. Although 
Mr. Miller has never believed in forced records. nor per- 
mitted them to be made in his herd, a number of leaders 
for New York State in cow testing association work

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Reminiscences 


BY PROF. H. H. WING 


HE first Holstein of which I 
yi have a distinct recollection 
was the bull, Sixth Earl of 
Middlesex 156. born June 21, 1874. 
He was the first Holstein owned by 
Cornell University and was purchas- 
ed from his breeder, Winthrop W. 
Chenery, of Belmont, Mass. His 
dam was Zuider Zee 62, one of the 
cows of Mr. Chenery’s first importa- 
tion. He was a large, homely animal 
and the black spots had white hairs 
intermixed, giving the blue roan ef- 
fect. He left some good grade des- 
cendents in the Cornell herd down 
to the present time. My chief rea- 
son for mentioning him, however, is 
to call attention to the Chenery 
herd. I have never been able to un- 
derstand why this herd should have 
left so little influence on the breed 
down through the years. Prob- 
ably nine out of ten of the 
present-day breeders never heard of Mr. Chenery and cer- 
tainly could not name any of his animals. Yet all ac- 
counts agree that the original cows were excellent speci- 
mens and made good records and were in all respects the 
equal of those of the Whiting, Miller of Yeomans importa- 
tions, the names of whose: animals are household words at 
the present time. Mr. Chenery evidently kept much to 
himself, made no second importation, and bred his herd 
quite closely and indiscriminately. He quarrelled with 
his neighbor, Mr. Thomas E. Whiting, of Concord, and 
would not admit the latter’s animals to the Holstein Herd 
Book, from which came the famous Holstein-Dutch Friesian 
controversy. Mr. Whiting’s cattle, however, had a dif- 
ferent fate for falling into the hands of the Unadilla Valley 
Stock Breeders’ Association through the skill of Solomon 


Hoxie, Hollum lLandworthy, Sylvester Burchard = and 
others. The names of Jacoba Hartog, Maartje Korndyke, 


Marianna Beets and Aaltje Hengerveld have been perpet- 
uated in untold thousands of their descendants and are as 
much in use today as ever. 

In the Easter recess of 1880, a party of Cornell students, 
of which I was one, under the lead of Prof. I. P. Roberts, 
spent three or four days visiting herds at Syracuse, then 
just beginning to be a Holstein center through the large 
importations of the firm of Smiths and Powell. We arriv- 
ed at Syracuse in the evening and early the nert morning, 
the bright, clear frosty morning of April 1, started up 
Genesee Street to visit the Smiths and Powell herd. We 
had not gone far when we met Mr. E. A. Powell driving a 
team of skittish, scarcely broken, well matched Hamble- 
tonian colts. As the result of a good feed and the frosty 
air these colts averaged about three feet on the ground at 
any particular instant. . This, however, did not seem to 
worry Mr. Powell. He quickly and skillfully turned around 
the light buggy, Prof. Roberts hopped in. and off they went 
“in a cloud of dust’? much to the astonishment and envy of 
us poor students who finished the journey on foot. Many 
of us who knew Mr. Powell in his later years, fail to re- 
member that his skill in selecting and training matched 
teams and his judgment of the horse as a whole was sur- 
passed by very few and was not second to his recognized 
skill as a judge of Holsteins. At that time, while the Hol- 
stein herd numbered hundreds, Clydesdale and Hamble- 
tonian horses were quite as important lines of business 
and the nursery and greenhouse interests were perhaps 
the most important of all. 

On the 28rd of March, preceding our visit the imported 
cow, Aaggie, had given birth to a bull calf, afterward 
named Neptune, and about the same time the Miller cow, 
Aegis, whose dam. Agoo, is to be celebrated next week, 
had also freshened. These two cows a day or two before 
our visit had given 84% and 82% pounds of milk respec- 
tively, and were, of course, a main attraction of the visit. 
Aaggie, it will be recalled in the same lactation, made a 
yearly record of 18,004 lbs. milk, an initial “world’s rec- 
ord’ that established her name for all time in Holstein his- 
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tory. After the Smiths and Powell 
visit, several other herds were. seen 
among them that of Howard GQ, 
White, who had a small herd des. 
cended from an importation made 
for him by Prof. Roberts in 1878. 
There we saw, among others, an im- 
ported cow, Solkje, though all defi- 
nite recollection of her has long 
since passed from me. She was, 
however, the ancestress of “Glista,” 
the single cow from which the (Cor. 
cell University herd is descended. It 
might interest a few and the writer, 
in particular, to trace the develop. 
ment of this herd from a single cow, 
but lack of space forbids. It may be 
said. in passing, however, that what- 
ever of success may have been at- 
tained has been due to patient, per- 
sistent effort along definite lines. In 


the spring of 1881 another student 
trip was made, this time to the 
sale of the herd of H. C. Hoffman, at Horseheads, and 
here my first venture with Holsteins was made. In 


connection with my brothers, the 
mont Boy 786, was purchased for $80. He was a smooth, 

well built animal with a black body and aé_e white 

head. This is mentioned only to bring out another fact in an- 

cient Holstein history. This young bull was descended from 

Elsmont 94. He belonged to the “Schwarzwitkop” Black- 

white heads, the so-called beef breed of Groningen, and was 

not a true “Friesian” at all according to the accepted 

standards at the time. This bull, Elsmont, had been im- 

ported by Mr. Whiting and was one of the very few of 

the Whiting importation admitted to the Holstein Herd 

Book. He was also recorded in the Dutch Friesian Herd 

Book. Much of the controversy between the rival herd 

book associations was over restriction of importation, 

purity of blood and related matters This bull was one of 
the very few whose right to registration might have been 

questioned. Curiously, he was admitted to both, a striking 
illustration of inconsistency. Whether our bull was “pure” 
or not, he left behind a numerous progeny of grade daugh- 
ters that were excellent producers. 

In 1883, I happened to be in Chicago and as a matter 
of course attended the Wales sale and was much thrilled 
by the triangular contest of Edgar Huidekoper, F. C. Sitev- 
ens and E. A. Powell over the beautiful heifer calf, Mer- 
cedes 3d, that Mr. Powel finally secured for $4,200, an- 
other “world’s record.” As is well known, this heifer was a 
complete failure, both as a breeder and producer. Mr. 
Powell always attributed this to the fact that she had b2en 
over-fed and kept unduly fat when young. I have often 
wondered, however, if her sire, Jaap, was not quite as much 
responsible as the over-feeding. 

Again to mention a student trip, this time as an instruc- 
tor with a party of students in tow about 1890 or ’91, two 
visits were made to herds in Dutchess County, one to D. H. 
Sherman, at Dover Plains. A large herd, many good, some 
not so good. We strolled through the stalls, glanced over 
the cattle and had the impression of a lot of black and 
white cows. and that was about all. Next we went to John 
B. Dutcher’s at Pawling. He, too, had a large herd, but 
when we went into the yard, there were four cows ranged 
against the fence and no more. They were, however, 
Pauline Paul, De Kol 2d, Pietertje 2d and one of the daugh- 
ters of the latter. We spent our whole time looking at and 
discussing these animals and took awav an impression that 
I, at least, can vividly recall after the lapse of almost forty 
years: 

In the fall and early winter of 1892-93, there was much 
activity among breeders of dairy cattle. A butter contest 
between the breeds of dairy cattle was proposed in con- 
nection with the World’s Columbian Exposition. The Bab- 
cock Test had just been invented and there was a good 
deal of controversy as to whether the contest should de- | 
pend upon results by the Babcock test or actually churned 
butter. In the end. both were used and as a result settled

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Observations and Lessons of a Quarter Century

unveiling of the tablet placed 
on the Miller Farm, in memory 
of cow No. 1, in the Holstein-Friesian 
Herd Book, I am constrained to call 
the attention of the readers of the 
World to some of the things that have 
not only made the Holstein breed of 
cattle more widely known and more 
popular but has greatly increased its 
usefulness and efficiency and thus 
made of it a much greater breed. 
Not only was cow No. 1 dropped on 
Mr. Miller’s farm, but many of the 


Q S the time draws near for the 


went far toward popularizing the 
breed and also started the great work 
of improvement and development 
which still continues. If we _ care- 
fully consider the breeding of many 
of our greatest animals, we will find 
that they are the result of the com- 
bination of the blood of this herd 
with that of other herds of well known 
breeders most of whom were of our 
own Empire State. This fact only 
emphasizes the importance of Co- 
operative effort in any large perma- 
nent and constructive piece of work. 
Great results and large attainments in 
nearly every department of life are in- 
variably preceded by the co-operation 
of those who are interested in that work. 

The world’s greatest cow, Segis Pietertje Prospect, car- 
ried in her veins a strong combination of the blood of 
Prilly, King Segis, Lillian Walker, Gold Boy Pietertje and 
Buttercup Clothilde Pietertje. Prilly was the close des- 
cendant of some of the very best animals in the Miller 
herd. King Segis was for years the herd sire at Moyer- 
dale. Lillian Walker was bred by Alvah Cole and was 
strong in the blood of his herd. Gold Boy Pietertje was 
bred by O. R. Cole and was the sire of Clarissa Clothilde 
Pietertje and it was her son sired by a grandson of Prilly 
that sired the dam of Segis Pietertje Prospect, and, know- 
ing all of these animals as I did, I give great credit to this 
combination of breeding for the wonderful performances 
of Segis Pietertje Prospect. Buttercup Clothilde Pietertje, 
the cow from which Segis Pietertje Prospect was the di- 
rect descendant, was bred at the Hamilton Stock Farm. 
She traced several times to the great old cow, Clothilde, 
owned by Smiths & Powell. She also traced several times 
to the great sire, Milla’s Pietertje Netherland. 

I might continue the study of the breeding of this great 
animal and also make this same analysis of many other 
leading animals, but I have gone far enough to demon- 
strate fully that all of these animals are the result of the 
combined efforts of many of our best breeders. Of all 
my work and relations with the Holstein cow and Hol- 
stein breeders, the one thing that I take most satisfaction, 
and I might say pride, in is the part I have had in com- 
bining the life work of so many of our pioneer breeders. 
These efforts have proven gratifying to me because many 
times the results have been not only satisfactory to my- 
self but helpful to the breed and my fellow breeders. Of 
course, I could not be human and not feel grateful and 
highly honored by the confidence my fellow breeders 
showed that they had in me by electing me president of 
our great Association, but I realize that in that capacity 
the service I rendered to the Association and mankind did 
not compare to the service I rendered by my breeding 
operations. 

One reason I. have for writing this article is the en- 
couragement of my fellow breeders in putting forth every 
effort mentally and physically for the further development 
of our noble breed of cattle. For every:step of advance- 
ment in making our breed more efficient producers and a 
more healthful and permanent breed only adds to the 
health, happiness and stability of the human family, be- 
cause the dairy cow is our foster mother. 
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The combination of the efforts of 
breeders, of which I have been speak- 
ing, is to a large extent an unconscious 
work but there is a more conscious Cco- 
operative effort which I wish to men- 
tion at this time and can best convey 
my idea to my readers by telling a 
story about the breeding of the great 
cow previously mentioned in this arti- 
cle. Two or three years before this 
cow was dropped, her breeder, Mr. 
George V. Leighton, Boise, Idaho, 
visited the farm of Mr. H. A. Moyer 
for the purpose of purchasing a foun- 
dation herd. I might here state that 
Mr. Leighton had formerly been an 
extensive sheep breeder. As Mr. 
Moyer did not wish to sell that num- 
ber of cattle, he sent Mr. Leighton to 
the Hamilton Stock Farm where he 
purchased his foundation herd with the 
exception of one animal and that one 
he bought of my neighbor, Dr. O. S. 
Langworthy, who was using a bull of 
my breeding and this one heifer was 
a daughter of that bull. In passing, I 
might state that this heifer was the 
grandam of the great Matador sires 
at the Carnation Farms and among 
the ones I sold him was the dam of 
Segis Pietertje Prospect. Mr. Leigh- 
ton would have undoubtedly bought 
his herd sire of me if he had not turned to me and said, 
“Mr. Hartshorn, would you advise my buying this bull or 
had I better buy the son of King Segis that I told you 
about?” I replied, “Now, Mr. Leighton, although I should 
like to sell you this bull, yet I think you will get better re- 
sults by buying the son of King Segis. This bull is very 
closely related to many of these heifers.” 

Mr. Leighton followed my advice and we all know with 
what marvelous results. 

If I should drop this narrative here, I would fail to give 
to my readers the great lesson I learned in this transac- 
tion. When Mr. Leighton returned to Mr. Moyer’s he there 
met Messrs. A. W. Morris & Son, who were looking for a 
herd sire, and he told them that the bull they wanted was 
down at Hartshorns. They came to my place and before 
I had finished my deal with Mr. Leighton, I had sold Prince 
Gelsche Walker to go to California where he made for him- 
self a great name as well as greatly benefiting his original 
owner and breeder. Some years after, Mr. Frank Morris 
told me that at that time the 36-lb. daughter of Prince was 
the most popular cow on the Coast. If I had sold Prince 
to Mr. Leighton, as undoubtedly I could have done, the 
world never would have had a Segis Pietertje Prospect nor 
the Matador sires and many other noted animals of the 
Carnation herd, and not only would the breed sustained 
this great loss but my own personal loss would have far 
exceeded my benefits. 


The above incident with many others which might be 
cited, show conclusively the importance of co-operation 
among breeders in order to bring about the greatest good 
to all. 

We, who are breeding Holsteins today, do not fully 
appreciate the debt of gratitude we owe to the individual 
and combined efforts of such men as Mr. Miller and many 
others like him who marked out the way and did so much 
toward the development and establishment of our breed, 
and now as one who has been greatly benefitted by the 
efforts of these men, I wish to lay my tribute of praise and 
thanksgiving at their feet.

A3 there ever a time when the 
W value of united action towar# 
a desired end was more evi- 
dent or more generally practiced than 
it is today? Certainly not among 
those who are generally spoken of as 
business men. Our great commercial 
industries are combining and uniting 
their capital and thought, with the re- 
sult that the public is served better at 
lower cost, unnecessary friction and 
competition are eliminated. and better 
returns are secured on the money 
originally invested in many small 
separate enterprises. There was never 
before a time when the great minds of 
our country were giving their best 
thought toward developing methods of 
bringing about corresponding results 
in agriculture and-to get farmers to 
recognize the fact that they too are 
business men in every sense of the 
word and as such must follow modern 
methods and unite forces engaged in a 
given pursuit for the benefit of all. 

In the earlier days farmers were independent and self- 
sufficient. Today they do not differ from those in other 
occupations, but are dependent on the market demand for 
the sale of their products, from which they supply their 
own wants with the products of other producers. Farm- 
ing is a great business, but it is made up of many small 
units, and with that inherent instinct to work independent- 
ly, it is requiring time and experience, some of which is 


financially disastrous. to awaken many farmers to the 
present conditions, which have been brought about by 
changes beyond their control, but which affect them 


greatly. 

The one man in America who first, and persistently for 
years, has declared that there existed a serious farm 
problem in the United States and that all individuals were 
sooner or later to suffer severely if it was not corrected, 
and who has done more to get the government, the public 
generally, and in fact farmers themselves, to recognize 
this fact, is Governor Frank O. Lowden, President of the 
Holstein Association of America. Governor Lowden stood 
firmly for a principle in which he believed heart and soul 
and for which he has given freely of his best in every way. 
To Governor Lowden the farmers of the United States owe 
a great debt of gratitude. He it was who, clearly and con- 
vincingly, stated the problem which jis attracting such wide 
attention at present. The years will show the benefits 
brought about through his efforts. 

The use of efficient machinery is one of the first prin- 
ciples of sound business. In dairying the Holstein cow is 
undisputably that and it is not surprising that we find 
Governor Lowden, early in his farming career, an enthu- 
siastic Holstein breeder. The Holstein Association of 
America is very fortunate in having had for the past nine 
years as its President, Mr. Lowden, who recognizes the 
Holstein as the most efficient dairy cow and is helping to 
breed Holsteins better and distribute them among his fel- 
low dairymen throughout the country. 

It is in an effort to carry to the individual farmer the 
message of efficient dairy cows and the work of the Na- 
tional Association in general that state associations are 
formed. The county club carries the work still closer, and 
these organizations together make a bond of intense effort 
in the behalf of Holstein breeders and dairymen. To- 
gether they do for the individual what he could not do for 
himself in these days of conflicting interests and complex 
existence. Problems differ in various states, but in each 
state the state association is working in the interests of 
those in the territory which it serves. 

The New York Holstein-Friesian Association recog- 
nizes New York State as a great dairy center which will 
be called upon for many years to come to supply the cities 
of the east with the best quality of fluid milk. With a 
careful plan and a far-reaching program, it is directing its 
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efforts toward improving dairy condi- 
tions generally; it is spreading the 
message of the pure bred sire and the 
pure bred heifer calf well grown; it is 
spreading the message of better feed. 
ing and care; it is helping to banish the 
scrub bull; it is helping to form and 
encourage the general use of dairy im- 
provement associations; it is working 
for the establishment of healthy herds 
and the production and sale of whole- 
some natural milk—milk as it is pro- 
duced by a vigorous and healthy cow. 
The association is working under well 
formed by-laws and is a business or- 
ganization governed by its members, 
who choose its board of directors, who 
in turn are the executive head, each 
director representing and expressing 
the wishes of the breeder members 
living in the district he represents; it 
follows business methods, and has a 
definite program and budget to take 
care of each activity it fosters. 

In all of its activities the association 
recognizes the young farmers—the boys and girls who will 
soon take our places—and a large part of the money spent 
goes, directly or indirectly, to the aid and encouragement 
of these future citizens. The association recognizes the 
importance of careful preparation and the right foundation 
for a successful career. 

In all ways the New York Holstein-Friesian  Asso- 
ciation is a broad open-minded organization, and its bene- 
ficial effect is felt by the public generally. One of its 
principal activities for 1930 will be directed toward caus- 
ing the erection of a suitable boys’ and girls’ building on 
the New York State fair grounds at Syracuse, where the 
yvcungsters in all branches of farming may be _ properly 
cared for as the guests of New York State and given the 
benefit of the educational features of the fair. 

In general, the State Holstein Association is a service 
organization, and it delights to serve, not only its mem- 
bers, but all who are interested in dairying. While there 
may be some who enjoy. being served by others and profit-

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New York’s Big Day 


EXT week, on Saturday, August 17, New York State 

N breeders will assemble at the Gerrit S. Miller Farm, 

Peterboro, New York, for a very significant event. 

This is New York’s first attempt at a state-wide field day, 

and while there is nothing novel in the idea itself, there 

is a special significance attached in this instance which 
makes the affair of nation-wide interest. 


The central feature of the day’s program will be the 
dedication of a boulder marking the. birthplace of the 
first female registered in the first herd book of the Hol- 
stein breed, Agoo 1, and also tthe completion of the first 
yearly record of milk production by actual weight ever 
completed in our breed, this being by Dowager and the 
date March, 1871. Both of these animals were members 
of the original Miller importation of 1869, Agoo being a 
daughter of Dowager and imported in dam. These events, 
pointing tthe way to better breeding, as reflected in the 
registration in the first herd book, and better dairy meth- 
ods through definite records of production lie at the very 
foundation of dairy cattle progress during the past half 
century. 

It is especially fitting and appropriate that this cere- 
mony should be held during Mr. Miller’s life-time when 
he can receive in person the recognition and honor due 
him for the service he has performed. 

In view of these facts, the World is very glad to desig- 
nate this as a special New York number in honor of the 
occasion referred to, and in behalf of the New York 
Holstein-Friesian Association which is sponsoring the 
event, extend an invitation to the Holstein public gen- 
erally to attend and participate in this ceremony. A 
very interesting program has been arranged. Sports 
events will occupy the morning hour, and, after a basket 
picnic, a speaking program of unusual distinction will be 
presented. The principal speaker will be Hon. Frank O. 
Lowden, President of the .Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. Jared van Wagenen, Jr., one of New York 
State’s most gifted orators and known and loved by farm 
audiences everywhere, will tell something of the histori- 
cal significance of the Miller homestead aside from its 
Holstein connection. Berne A. Pyrke, New York’s Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Markets, will speak briefly, 
and Mr. Miller’s neighbor, Arthur A. Hartshorn, an ex- 
President of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, will also speak, extending a welcome to the visitors. 
It is expected that Mr. Miller, also, will have a few words 
to say. The afternoon program will be in charge of 
Prof. Wing. 


Pilgrimages from all parts of the state are being plan- 
ned by the county organizations and, if favored with good 
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weather, it is expected that the largest gathering of Hol- 
stein breeders ever held in the state will be assembled 


Fair Schedules 


EXT week, the Central States Exposition, at Aurora 
N Illinois, will provide the curtain-raiser for the big- 
time Middle-Western fair circuit. Holstein judging 
will start on Monday, August 12. The following week 
the Missouri State Fair at Sedalia and the Illinois State 
Fair at Springfield will hold the boards, while the follow. 
ing week the list of major fairs will include Iowa State 
Fair at Des Moines, Wisconsin State Fair at Milwaukee 
and the East will swing into action with Ohio and New 
York State Fairs, and Canada’s Great Canadian Nationa] 
which is the biggest fair in North America will provide 
a center of interest for Canadian breeders. 

Advance indications point to another record-breaking 
year. Some of last year’s contenders are not planning to 
show this season, but there will undoubtedly be a good 
crop of newcomers and several of the strong herds of last 
year have been greatly strengthened, so that the compe- 
tition will be extremely interesting. 

The World, as usual, will cover as many as possible of 
the major shows with personal representation by members 
of the staff. The way the schedules shape up at present. 
Bill Prescott will be at Aurora, Sedalia, Springfield (IIL) 
and Des Moines. Frank Price and Maurice Prescott will 








exchange their schedules of recent years, the former 
covering the New York, Ohio and Toronto’ shows (a 


strenuous week, by the way), and with Michigan and very 
likely Maryland the following week, while Prescott will 
observe the march of events at Wisconsin and Minnesota 
State Fairs. Minnesota, by the way, after considerable 
of a let-down last year, is counting on being a real battle 
ground this time. 

M. S. P. will also make the Western Fair at London, 
Ontario, which usually has much of the Canadian National 
competition, and will have an opportunity to observe the 
leading eastern contenders at Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, Mass., winding up at the National in St. Louis 
and the Canadian Royal in November. Price, according 
to present plans, will make the Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress. 

This schedule seems to work out best to give the mem- 
bers of the World staff personal contact with the leading 
show herds of the year, with the exception of the Pacific 
Coast, and we have not yet entirely given up hope of hav- 
ing a staff member at Portland. 

This personal observation seems to become more 
and more important year by year as the All-American 
selections, sponsored by the World and in which it par- 
ticipates with a committee of leading judges, becomes of 
apparently greater significance from year to year. 

It will be readily understood that this wide schedule 
calls for a heavy expenditure in time and money for travel. 
From the standpoint of this publication, not the least of 
the returns justifying this investment, comes in the per- 
sonal contact established. We hope you will assist us in 
this by making yourself known to the World representa- 
tive at the fairs. The World is always in search of facts 
and information regarding the progress and expansion of 
the breed, and also desires to be of service to breeders in 
every way possible. 





Type and Production 


UR. “correspondence” column this week carries a 
QC) retter from a Kansas breeder which he headed 

“Type vs. Production.” This is fairly descriptive of 
the letter, but implies a lack of harmony between the 
two in which we cannot concur. Type and production, to a 
constantly increasing degree, go hand in hand. It is be- 
cause our breeders have been working so diligently along 
this line that the breed as a whole has made such phe- 
nomenal improvement during the past half dozen years. 
That will in part answer Mr. Mahin’s question as to why 
models of great producers were not prepared as compan- 
ion works of the True Type models. The fact is that the 


True Type of the breed, as set up, is a producing type— 
and the closer we are able to approximate that type the 
better producers we are going to have over a long life time 
—for the True Type cow is built to last. 


We are quite willing to agree that production is funda- 
There is not much excuse for a breed’s existence 


mental. 
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without it. But production, with serious faults in con- 
formation, is not enough even for the practical dairyman. 
The types of udder associated with a poor rump, for ex- 
ample, are not the kind that will stand up under years of 
hard work. We have lately seen several examples of phe- 
nomenal producing heifers whose udders, after even one 
year of forced production, indicated their early end as 
profitable members of the dairy. The every-day dairyman 
cannot afford to continue to work with that sort. 

Mr. Mahin makes an excellent suggestion in his final 
paragraph in regard to not selling for breeding purposes 
a bull not promising as a sire of producers. Why not 
carry that a step farther and include type as well as pro- 
duction? In that way our breed and its breeders would 
make even greater and more certain progress; disap- 
pointments would be minimized, and the small sacrifice in 
immediate returns would come back many fold. 





Another Newspaper Merger

W sue, the two Meredith publications, Successful 
ful Farming and the Dairy Farmer, will be 

merged as one publication. E. M. Harmon, Editor of the 
Dairy Farmer, in advising us of this decision, writes that, 
with the rapid increase of dairying in the great agricul- 
tural states which Successful Farming serves, there has 
naturally been more or less duplication in the efforts of 
the two papers and they felt that by combining the entire 
resources of both publications they would be better able 
to serve the diversified farmer and dairyman. Editor Har- 
mon also writes, “Our organization will in no way give 
up any of the interest we have had in the dairy industry.” 





The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows the original 
O Gerrit S. Miller herd at home and we feel that the 
selection is especially appropriate in view of the 
significant ceremonies taking place next week at the Mil- 
ler Farm. On August 17, the boulder appearing in the 
inset picture on our cover, will be dedicated with fitting 
ceremony. This boulder marks the birthplace of the first 
female registered in the first herd book of our breed and 
also commemorates the completion of the first annual 
record of milk production completed on this farm in March 
1871, this being the first yearly record ever completed in 
the Holstein breed. This picture is of especial interest in 
view of the fact that both Agoo No. 1 and Dowager No. 7, 
the two cows thus in the limelight of public interest, ap- 
pear in this picture. The eight animals in the order that 
they appear from left to right are (1) Topsy 61, daughter 
of Dowager and dam of Uncle Tom 163, (took first prize 
at New York State Fair in 1878, 1879, 1880, 1881, and 
was never defeated); (2) Fraulein 9, dam of Rip Van 
Winkle 35, (head of the Gold Medal herd at New York 
State Fair in 1873 and 1874, which also included Dowa- 
ger, Crown Princess and Fraulein); (3) Agoo 1, daughter 
of Dowager and dam of Aegis 69; (4) Dowager 7 (moved) 
dam of Topsy and Agoo and dam of the bull, Stentor 
(sire of one or more 100-lb. cows); (5) Crown Princess 6 
(front), dam of Echo Juno and Crown Prince (grandsire 
of Constance S., 83 lbs. milk one day as a two-year-old, 
world’s record at that time); (6) Juno 15 (rear) daughter 
of Crown Princess; (7) Hamilcar 17, son of Crown Prin- 
cess; (8) Snow Flake 50, daughter of Agoo 1 HHB. 

The Miller herd occupies a very important place in the 
record making of the breed during the early days. Dow- 
ager’s record was soon exceeded by her stable mate. Crown 
Princess, also a member of the first Miller importation, 
who raised the mark above 14,000 lbs. Aegis, in 1881 in 
the Smiths & Powell herd, completed a record of 16,823 
lbs., 10 oz., she being of Mr. Miller’s breeding, a daughter 
of Agoo (1). In 1883, Echo, a daughter of Crown Prin- 
cess, brought the record back to the Miller herd again 
with her production of 18,120 lbs., 8 oz. This was beaten 
the following year in March by Lady DeVries, but in April, 
1884, Empress again returned the championship to the 
Miller herd with her production of 19,714 lbs., 4 0z., which 
was the first record above 19,000 lbs. In May of that 
same year, Echo. who had been sold by Mr. Miller to 
Frederick C. Stevens, of Attica, became the first 20,000- 
lb. cow with her production of 23,775.8 lbs., being also the 
first cow with two records averaging over 20,000 lbs. 

The popularity of the Miller lines of breeding in the 
formative period of the Holstein breed in this country 
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was thus based upon its demonstrative ability along pro- 
duction lines as well as the type represented by Billy 
Boelyn, Sir Henry of Maplewood and others, and this 
probably accounts for the fact that the Miller lines have 
exerted an influence upon the breed far out of propor- 
tion to their numbers among the imported foundation 
of our industry. 


Michigan’s New Project 


N interesting recent development in Michigan is the 
A decision of Governor Green and the State Board of 
Agriculture to establish at Michigan State College, 
East Lansing, a central herd made up of selections from 
the tops of the various state institution herds of Michigan. 
A new dairy barn has recently been erected as a part of 
the plan at Michigan State College, and in this central 
herd under the plan adopted, a real seed stock breeding 
institution will be maintained. Such a herd rightly man- 
aged should be a great advertisement for the breed as well 
as of practical advantage to the State of Michigan in 
breeding its own herd sires and making a definite con- 
tribution in the uprising of the dairy cattle standards of 
the whole state. 

We are not yet informed of the details other than that 
it has been given formal approval. We hope to have more 
information to present in the near future, but in the mean- 
time we congratulate the State of Michigan upon this 
interesting effort so worthwhile in its possibilities.

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Such breeders believe that type is the supreme object 
to be gained in breeding and should always be kept in 
view and if this is done production will naturally follow; 
that animals inferior in type and especially sires should 
never be used for breeding purposes regardless of the fact 
they may be wonderfully prepotent and splendid producers. 
Such breeders are more anxious to win in the show ring 
than in production and advertise such winnings and say 
but little of the production of their animals. 

Many of the greatest sires of the breed such as S. P. 
O. M. 37 and Segis Walker Matador and others would not 
have stood high in the show ring but who can name two 

_Show ring bulls that have done as much for building up 
the breed as the above named sires and in the hands of 
type breeders might never have been given a chance. 


If the type rule were to be applied to mankind there 
would be no chance for such men as Lincoln who in ap- 
pearance was far removed from the recognized type of a 
statesman as he was ungainly, homely and countrified in 
the extreme. If we applied the same rule some breeders 
apply to animals to mankind we would have the candi- 
dates appear before judges and the ones having the best 
personal appearance would be selected to fill important 
places. We cannot even among athletes select the best 
one from type or appearance. 


On the other hand, some breeders would say that pro- 
duction alone is to be considered and while we believe the 
primary object of better breeding is to increase produc- 
tion still we believe that type must be considered along 
with production but if either one must be sacrificed it 
should be type instead of production. The owner of a 
sire whose daughters were of such a uniform and high 
class of producers as the daughters of Segis Walker Mata- 
dor even if he and his daughters were all of an inferior 
type, could not afford to exchange them for the finest 
type bull in the world whose daughters were all of fine 
type but poor producers. 


The majority of the owners of dairy cattle are farmers 
and small dairymen who follow this business for a living 
and not for the purpose of raising breeding animals and to 
such persons the shape and type of the animal is of less 
importance than the contents of the milk pail. 


The remedy in our opinion is for the breeders who are 
raising animals for breeding purposes to make a special 
effort to combine type with production in such a manner 
as to have both but never to sacrifice production for type 
and never to sell to a buyer a bull that he has reasons to 
think will not sire producers.

88% on breed type and 85 1-3% on pedigree. This bull 
Mr. Graf plans to keep in service until he has proved 
himself. He is one of the best bred bulls in that part 
of New Jersey. 

The 4-H Holstein Dairy Club members who attended 
the picnic took part in a cattle judging contest. The three 
highest contestants were Earl Skinner of Mullica Hill, 
first; Erwin Lawrence of Bridgeton, second, and Glendon 
Caspar of Salem, third. The competition among the 
judges was keen, the highest five contestants being very 
close in their placings. 

The adult dairymen vied with one another in a Pro- 
duction Guessing Contest, using the same animals the 4-H 
Club members placed on type. No little amusement was 
derived from this contest, some of the dairymen main- 
taining that no cow’s production can be guessed at, the 
milk scales being the only right way to determine a cow’s 
productive merits. Nevertheless after all was said and 
done, Mr. R. H. Skinner, a member of the Mullica Hill 
Bull Association was the only “guesser” to place the 
cows in their right order according to ‘production. In 
estimating the total production for the four cows the 
past year, however, he underestimated their abilities by 
1,300 lbs. of milk, thus proving the foregoing statement 
that the best guess is not nearly as accurate as what a 
milk scale can tell a dairyman.

have been brought out, and the entire herd made the 

fine average of 12,110 lbs. milk, 421 lbs. fat in the Stock- 

bridge Valley Association. 

The accompanying pictures will serve to show something 
of the type of the Miller herd today—highly creditable in 
connection with the fine production maintained. The pres- 
ent senior herd sire, Dutchland Creamelle Emperor Paul 
(a son of Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad out of one 
of the good daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad) appears 
to be well maintaining the standing of the herd through the 
work of his two-year-old daughters in production and the 
general promise of all his offspring. 

This tribute to the life work of Hon. Gerrit S. Miller, 
and his service to the Holstein-Friesian industry would 
not be complete without reference to some of his other 
activities outside of the actual breeding of meritorious 
animals. We have mentioned his work as editor of the 
‘introduction matter of seven of the nine herd books of the 
Holstein Breeders’ Association. In 1880, while a member 
of the New York State Legislature, he secured its incorpor- 
ation as the Holstein Breeders’ Association of America. 
He was also one of the incorporators and a charter mem- 
ber of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
(formed in 1885 by the union of the Holstein and Dutch 
Friesian Associations). He was elected a director of this 
organization at its first meeting, serving for two years, 
and thereafter a term as first vice president. His outside 
activities are numerous and of interest, showing the nat- 
ural leadership of the man. Back in his school days, while 
attending a preparatory school in Boston before entering 
Harvard, he was organizer and captain of the first organ- 
ized football team in America. It was known as the Oneida 
Football club (taking its name from Oneida Lake 
near Mr. Miller’s home) and in 1863 won the champion- 
ship of New England. A tablet was recently unveiled in 
Boston commemorating this occasion. Entering Harvard 
just as the game of baseball was coming into existence, 
Mr. Miller helped lay out the first diamond on which the 
Harvard team ever played. This was located on Cambridge 
Common under the Washington Elm. He also distinguished 
himself as a pitcher for the Harvard team. His interest 
and enthusiasm for the game is still retained. 

Recognition of Mr. Miller’s service to agriculture and 
the nation is not confined to his friends in the Holstein 
industry. His Alma Mater, Harvard University, only re- 
cently called this distinguished son back to confer upon 
him an honorary degree. In connection with this cere- 
mony, President Lowell said: “Swift reckoned a_ bene- 
factor to mankind the man who made two blades of grass 
to grow in the place of one, and we honor him who has 
made our cattle yield two quarts of milk for every one 
they gave before.” What higher tribute than this could 
be paid to the life-work of a single individual? 

In arranging this dedication ceremony, the Holstein 
industry, which has directly profited in such large meas- 
ure from Mr. Miller’s constructive effort, has taken most 
fitting action, doubly appropriate because it comes while 
this pioneer of progress is present to participate and to 
receive in person the honors due him.

carry on its activities in such a way that the increase in 
active service will continue. It invites every dairyman to 
join its ranks and enjoy its benefits and the satisfaction 
and contentment of mind that come from doing one’s share 
toward bettering conditions and helping his fellow men.

for all time the accuracy of the Babcock test. In the mean- 
time, the Holstein breeders allowed themselves to be 
bluffed by the other breeders and there was no Holstein 
herd in the contest, whereby the Jersey and Guernsey 
breeds achieved much useful publicity. 


At the annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 


‘tion in March, 1894, matters did not seem to be very en- 


couraging. There had been a falling off in the demand for 
cattle. Some large butter records, running well over 30 
Ibs. in a week, had been received with more or less in- 
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credulity and it was evident that some decisive action was 
necessary. Mr. E. A. Powell, in the course of some re. 
marks, urged that some method of authenticating butter 
records be devised that would be accepted by the public 
and a committee was apponiied to draft such a plan. This 
committee at the afternoon session reported the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

“That the Board of Officers pe authorized to offer 
not to exceed $1,000 in prizes for authenticated weekly 
butter records made under the supervision of the Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry or some inspector desig- 


nated by him, or under the direction of the officers of 
some experiment station or state institution of some 
state. Such tests to be made upon the basis of the rules 
for admission to the Advanced Registry and must be en- 
tered in that registry; the amount offered to any one 
cow not to exceed $50 and then the prizes to decrease 
in amount in the ratio to such records, such prizes to be 
offered for the various ages as per the Advanced Regis- 


try rules.

This resolution originated the whole system of official 
and semi-official records that without doupt has been the 
most important factor in the development of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow in this country. It will be noted that the 
records were to be butter records and that the Babcock 
test is not mentioned, that other inspectors than those of 
colleges and experiment stations were recognized, and 
that the term “official” is not used. 

Following the passage of the resolution, application was 
made to Dr. Peter Collier, Director of the New York Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, at Geneva, to undertake sup- 
ervision of such records. He declined on the ground that 
it could scarcely be.called a matter of sufficient public 
importance to warrant the station in undertaking it. Ap- 
plication was next made to the Cornell University Experi- 
ment Station. I happened to be acting director at the time 
in the absence of Director Roberts, and replied that the 
Station was willing to undertake the work and drew up 
a short list of conditions under which records would be 
supervised for the owners of cows of any breed or no 
breed, the most important of these conditions being that 
the Babcock Test and it alone should be used in making 
the test. 


Shortly afterward, an application was received from 
Henry Stevens & Sons, of Lacona, for the supervision of 
records in their herd. An outfit was packed up and on 
May 30, 1894, the first “official” record was begun. There 
were sixteen cows on test, milked three times a day and 
the tester was an eight bottle hand machine. That we 
were busy goes without saying; but with Ralph to help 
wash the bottles and Floyd to turn the crank after school, 
the work was successfully accomplished, while Ward look- 
ed out for matters in the barn and Mr. Stevens vitally 
interested spent a large part of his time watching every- 
thing. The weather was cold and rainy, the cows had had 
no preparation of any sort and had but recently been turn- 
ed to pasture, consequently while there was a good flow 
of milk the records were not large. A few days later, when 
the weather had turned warmer, Mr. W. B. Howard, a state 
milk inspector under Mr. Hoxie’s direction, supervised an- 
other record of the same cows and most of them slightly 
increased their former production. As a matter of fact, 
in the report of that year, only one cow is listed from the 
test begun on May 30. Helena Burke, Netherland Henger- 
veld, Pietertje Hengerveld and Jessie Beets were all in 
this group and their fame may be said to have started at 
that time, though several of them largely increased their 
records afterward. One other of the early records deserves 
mention. About Thanksgiving time of 1894, I went to Wal- 
worth and supervised a record on four cows belonging to 
T. G. Yeomans & Sons. Two of them were Mutual Friend 
3d, a three-year-old, and Sadie Vale Concordia, a senior 
yearling. The cows were in good shape but not especially 
fitted, (“Fitting for a test” was unknown and unheard of 
in those days), and were very carefully and skillfully 
handled by:a Hollander who had come over with the first 
Yeomans importation. The cows were on full feed and 
their appetites were being carefully watched. After the 
evening milking toward the end of the week, Peter, who 
had been watching the record, stood thoughtfully regard- 
ing Sadie Vale and her empty manger, and after several 
minutes deliberation, said, “I think I feed dot cow youst a 
leetle more bran.” “Youst a leetle more bran” at the: 
right time has many times since, as then, saved the day.

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Sadie Vale’s original record was not large (13.90 lbs. but- 
ter as a senior yearling), but it started her on the road 
to being the first 30-lb. cow and created the demand for 
her cfispring to the third and tourth genei:aiion so many 
of whom have shed glory upon their illustrious ancestor. 


And so began my connection with the supervision of 
Advanced Registry records, a connection that continued 
without interruption for 34 years and for a longer period 
than that of the same official in any other state. As I 
look back over the past, it seems to have been a work well 
worth while. Not the least do I value the warm and last- 
ing friendships that have come to me from among the 
breeders. While the work was at times strenuous, while 
there have been bickerizgs ard fauit-findings not to mem- 
tion troubles of a more serious nature, still the work has 
progressed continuously, successfully and efficiently and 
the capacity of the dairy cow has been demonstrated in so 
many thousands of cases that it is accepied everywhere 
without question by any one. I speak of this without 
egotism for the credit is due quite as much to the owners 
and herdsmen as well as to the test supervisors in the 
field without whose l*val and constant co-operat'on such 
important results could not have been accomplished. 


And lastly, a word of tribute is due that often maligned 
and sometimes unappreciated individual, the test super- 
visor. In our own case for the large part, these have been 
young men recruited from our own and similar institu- 
tions, serving for moderate pay at irregular employment. 
In all during the 34 years, the number must reach toward 
a thousand. They have had the virtues and faults of the 
average young man. They have worked under unfavorable 
living conditions. They have moved from place tito place 
as the old fashioned school teacher “boarded around.” 
They have been regarded with. suspicion not to say hos- 
tility and they have been subjected to many and various 
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temptations. Naturally, not all came through unscathed. 
Some proved incompetent, others were lazy. Some could 
not withstand the blandishments of the hired girl, a few 
‘proved to be dishonest and one o. two acc2pted bribes. 
Still had it not been for a higher than average standard of 
honor, loyalty and esprit de corps among these very same 
young men, the supervision of Advanced Registry records 
would have failed utterly many years ago; and I am quite 
sure those having charge of the work in other states wil] 
bear me out in these statements. 

I wish here to-publicly acknowledge ‘the large degree 
of loyalty that has been shown me by the hundreds of 
young men that have worked as test supervisors under 
my direction.

than the highest record reported in Canada in 1928. 


Four other Holsteins shown in this exhibit together with Strathmore Sylvia had a yearly production for the five of 127,583 Ibs. 
milk. According to figures supplied by the Alberta Department of Agriculture, this is equal to the yearly production of 32 average 
Alberta dairy cows. The milk from these five cows, sold at regular dairyman’s prices, brought $3,214.10, or an average of $642.82 
per cow. This is at least $475 per cow above feed costs. One of the Holsteins in this exhibit—Valley Farm Francy Segis 154139, 
as a two-year-old finished a record on March 18, 1929, with 22,922 lbs. milk and 930 lbs. butter. We believe this is 2,357 Ibs. milk 


more than the highest two-year-old record reported in Canada 


in 1928.

CARNATION TO HAVE ENTIRE 
HERD LOCATED O'IN ONE FARM 


By November 1, 1929, the entire herd 
of Registered Holstein Cattle of the 
Carnation Milk Farms, will be located 
on their 1,600-acre farm near Seattle, 
Washington. 


For several years the Carnation 
Herd at Oconomowoc, Wisconsin has 
been shipping its best cows to the 
Seattle Farm to be bred to Sir Inka 
May, and breeding results with sons 
of Sir Inka May on daughters of North 
Star Joe Homestead at the Wisconsin 
Farm have caused the Eastern Farm 
to send daughters of that bull west to 
be bred to Sir Inka May. 

That the daughters of North Star 
Joe Homestead should be bred to Sir 
Inka May has now become a fixed 
realization, and it has become a mat- 


ter of considerable discussion that . 


North Star Joe Homestead himself 
is the bull that should be used on the 
daughters of Sir Inka May. 

This situation has brought to a head 
the concentration of the animals on 
one farm, a proposition which has 
been contemplated for three years. 
Carnation Farms have enjoyed a 
unique development of their business, 
in that the sale of their cattle purely 
by mail has grown from about 12% 
to over 90% during the past eight 
years. Seventy out of each one hun- 
dred animals sold by Carnation Farms 
today are said to be personally select- 
ed by Merton Moore of the Carnation 
organization at the request of the buy- 
er and without the buyer’s suggestions 
or aid in any respect. A study of the 
sales chart demonstrates that these 
are Carnation’s most satisfied custom- 
ers, nearly all of them coming back 
from two to nine times after their or- 


ginal purchase and securing other ani- 


mals in the same manner. 

During the past two years extensive 
building operations have been conduct- 
ed at Carnation Farms, Seattle, Wash., 
so that today it is fixed to oper- 
ate at maximum efficiency with a 
larger herd. The cattle being moved 
west will now have opportunities in 
test work never realized in the Wis- 


consin Farm and the movement is ex- 
pected to be advantageous to its cus- 
tomers as well as its organization. 
The offices of all officers of the 
Farms will now’ be located at Seattle 
and close contact with the entire herd 
and co-operative planning of the breed- 
ing program will be possible to an ex- 
tent never before known in the history 
of the organization. Mr. R. E. Everly 
(previously in the employ of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America) 
will be active farm manager at the 
Carnation Western Farm. Mr. Alfred 
Ghormley, with headquarters in 
Seattle, will act as General Manager 
and Vice President. Mr. Merton 
Moore will continue as Sales and Ad- 
vertising Manager with office at 


Seattle. He will not move west, how- 
ever, until October or the first of 
November. 


The Eastern Farm at Oconomowoc, 
Wisconsin, was advertised for sale as 
soon as this decision was made and 
it is significant that among the first 
bids to come in was one from Mr. A. 
C. Oosterhuis, a member of the Car- 
nation organization and manager of 
the Eastern Farm for several years. 
Mr. Oosterhuis also expressed -a de- 
sire to buy seventy head of cattle from 
the Eastern herd before the herd was 
moved west. The Carnation Farms 
felt that this offer by one who knew 
the farm and the cattle perhaps as 
well as any man could, was the high- 
est compliment that could have been 
paid to the actual value of this farm 
and the herd. 





DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE HOLDS 
ANNUAL MEETING ; 
The annual meeting of the Dairy- 
men’s League Cooperative Associa- 
tion was held recently in Syracuse, 


N. Y. Fully 3,000 interested mem- 
bers and friends’ attended the 


sessions which included meetings of 
the Board of Directors as well as the 
annual open meeting of the corpora- 
tion. 

Hadley Benson of Wassaic was 
elected a director to succeed Harry 
Culver of Amenia, who _ resigned. 
Seven directors whose terms expired 





were re-elected. They are Harry Bull, 
Campbell Hall; George R. Fitts, 
Cortland; H. H. Rathbun, New Hart- 
ford; John D. Miller, Susquehanna, 
Pa.; Henry Marsh, Waterford, Pa.; 
E. E. Kinsman, Honesdale, Pa.; John 
D. Clark, Frasier. 


Featured speakers included Dr. 
Shirley W. Wynne, health commis- 
sioner of New York City who told 


League dairymen that his. first duty 
was to see that New York City re- 
ceived an adequate supply of clean, 
wholesome milk and that he was not 
disposed to enlarge the New York 
milkshed as long as League dairymei 
did their part to keep the supply sul- 
ficient. 

Harry Hartke, president of the 
National Milk Producers Cooperative 
Association, discussed the reason: 
ableness of the farmers’ demands in 
the way of national relief and govern- 
mental assistance. He pointed out 
that farmers have stood for higher 
tariffs for industry and that industry 
generally should be willing to render 
assistance to farmers in obtaining 
relief from a distressing low tariff 
situation. 

The Board re-elected the present 
officers of the League which included 
Fred H. Sexauer of Auburn, president 
J. A. Colter, secretary. 


The president’s address reviewed 
the amount of business done during 
the past year by the League and in- 
creases in total amount of business, 
amount of milk handled and average 
rate per hundred pounds were noted. 


Resolutions endorsing the work of 
the directors, executive committee 
and officers of the association were 
adopted and a resolution asking 
President Hoover to appoint a New 


York State man to the new Federal 
Farm Board to represent eastern 
agriculture was adopted and for- 


warded to the President. 

The delegates who were elected by 
the 42,000 members enjoyed a full 
day’s program including reports of 
the officers and of the auditing com- 
mittee as well as the addresses

price changes in July. There have 
been no changes in the trends of pro. 
duction of any of the important dairy 
products. All things considered the 
situation is best described as Steady 
the natural optimism of the industry 
being somewhat tempered by the 
heavy production of butter and con: 
densed and evaporated milk, and the 
large reserve stocks now on hand. 


July butter prices have averaged 
about 146c lower than June prices, ang 
nearly three cents lower than July 
1928. At the time of writing (July 95) 
it appears that the July average for 99 
score butter at New York will be cloge 
to 42 cents per pound. compared with 
43.54 cents in June, and 44.93 cents 
for July a year ago. Last year July 
prices averaged nearly one cent high 
er than for June, but reference to ree 
ords for previous years indicates that 
it is not uncommon for July to aver 
age the lower of the two months, 
Cheese prices, also, have been gshow- 
ing a slight downward trend at the 
terminal markets, although there has 
been no change: during July in the 
weekly cheese board prices establish- 
ed at Plymouth, Wisconsin. Cheege 
prices continue to be well below a 
year ago, the margin between the two 
years being three to three and one 
half cents toward the close of July. 


The production of manufactured 
dairy products continues, in general, 
the trend seen, in previous months, 
with all major commodities. except 
cheese, showing increases Over a year 
ago. June production is estimated as 
1.5 per cent heavier than last year 
for creamery butter, 13.7 per cent 
higher for condensed’ and evaporated 
milk, and 12.3 per cent lower for 
cheese. Such information as is avaik 
able for July indicates that production 
is being maintained above a year ago, 
that the expected and usual seasonal 
decreases are occurring, and that gen 
eral conditions are rather favorablé 
for continued large production during 
the period immediately ahead. Prog 
pects for higher feed prices this fall, 
and possibility of less favorable pas 
tures later in the season, make the 
production expectation more doubtful 
at that time. 

The reserve stock situation shows 
that practically all’ ferms of mant- 
factured dgiry products are being held 
in quantitiés in excess of a year ago. 
Total butter stocks on July 1. were 
reported as 91,911,000 pounds, as com 
pared with 69.750,000 pounds on July 
1, 1928, and the July 1 average for the 
past five years of 76,903,000 pounds. 
Weekly reports of cold storage move- 
ment in twenty-six cities during July 
indicate that storage accumulations 
continue to exceed last year, and point: 
to a still larger excess over last year § 
on August 1. American cheese hold 
ings on July 1 were 62,739,000 pounds, 
as compared with 53,646,000 poundiy) 
a year earlier. Stocks of condenset® 
and evaporated milk are also large} 
than a year ago, amounting to 28078

P. R. Supply Farm, Strathmore, 
Alberta. The McCarthy cow, Aaggie 
Abbekerk Jewel, was undefeated sen- 
ior and’ grand champion at all five 
shows. The McCarthy aged bull, Ab- 
bekerk Sylvius Lad, was senior and 
grand champion at four of the five 
shows and was undefeated in class. 
The McCarthy junior sire, Lonsdale 
Sir Inka Abbekerk, last year’s All- 
American calf and son of Aaggie Ab- 
bekerk Jewel, above mentioned, was 
junior champion at four of the five 
shows and reserve junior champion at 
the fifth show. The three strongest 
members of the C. P. R. string were 
the two-year-old bull, Strathmore Mc- 
Kinley Fairchild Wayne, who was un- 
defeated in his class, was senior and 
grand champion at Saskatoon and re- 
serve senior and reserve grand cham- 
pion at Edmonton and Regina; the

Edmonton, Alberta

pionship to the C. P. R. senior year- 
ling heifer. Selkirk Pearl Fairchild, 
who won the same honor at Brandon, 
and the reserve junior to their junior 
yearling, Strathmore Ruby Matchless. 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, the McCarthy 
bull, again won the grand with the 
C. P. R. two-year-old, Strathmore Mc- 
Kinley Fairchild Wayne, taking re- 
serve grand. McCarthy had both jun- 
ior and reserve junior championship 
for bulls, with Lonsdale Sir Inka Abbe- 
kerk and Sir Faforit Mercena Hartog, 
respectively senior and junior year- 
lings. In addition to these cham- 
pionships, McCarthy had 14 firsts, 6 
seconds and 6 thirds. while C. P. R. 
had 7 firsts, 8 seconds and 6 thirds. 
Hays & Co. Ltd., Calgary, Alta., had 
second on aged bull and two-year-old 
bull, besides a number of other sec- 
onds and thirds. Other’ exhibitors 
sharing in the prize money were B. E. 
Hosford of Edmonton; A. L. Peter- 
son of Edberg, Dept. of Agriculture at 
Oliver; Charles Wilson of Edmonton;

Saskatoon, Sask. 

There were few changes of import- 
ance in the Holstein awards here ex- 
cept that the judge, Hon. Walter Lea, 
M. L. A.. from Victoria, P. E. I., sprung 
a surprise by awarding the senior and 
grand championship in bulls to the 
flashy C. P. R. two-year-old, Strath- 
more McKinley Fairchild Wayne, over 
the first prize aged bull, Abbekerk Syl- 
vius Lad. There were a few specta- 
tors who thought that this should have 
been done before, as the McCarthy 
bull is just recovering from a touch of 
lameness and is not carrying his usual 
bloom; but his supporters felt that he 


should have won on the strength of 
his superior rump, deeper flank and 
thinner thighs, over the style, bloom 
and model head, neck and shoulders 
of the younger bull. For the first time 
since his two-year-old days, Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad failed to get at least re- 
serve grand championship, that honor 
going to his teammate, Lonsdale Sir 
Inka Abbekerk, the junior champion. 
Female championships were the same 
as at Edmonton. There were six ex- 
hibitors in competition, with a new en- 
try in Rock River Farms, whose ex- 
hibit was somewhat handicapped by 
arriving on the grounds from North 
Dakota just in time for the judging.

The boys with 
the McCarthy string, after their defeat 
of the previous week, got busy and put 
in all the work possible on their bull, 
and in the opinion of judge and spec 
tators had him so well groomed, fitted 
and filled that he never looked bettet 
in all his long career as a grand cham 
pion. In order to win his class he had 
to be at his best to beat a “dark 
horse,” Gano Paul Bruce, owned by 
S. P. Regan, Fort San, Sask. The 
judge stated that had this bull been 
better fitted he was doubtful as to 
how he would have placed the paif.

In your report of the convention, 
either you misunderstood my remarks 
on the Comings resolution or else I 
said something that I did not mean 
to say. 

My contention was and still is, that 
the 7-day test, while not as important 
as it once was, is. still of value, 
especially as a “feeder” for yearly 
work. Therefore, as long as the As- 
sociation fosters the 7-day test, the 
regulations on yearly work _ should 
not be such as to prevent it. Neither 
am I in favor of increasing number 
of days that cows can be milked more 
than twice per day in Class C. 
Therefore, my conclusion, I wanted to 
impress on the convention was to 
leave the Class C regulations as they 
are until such time, if ever, we see 
fit to eliminate the 7-day test. Then 
put Class C on strictly twice-a-day 
after not later than the tenth day.

Starkdale—A Business Herd 


MONG the picturesque hills of 
A southern Dutchess County, not 
far from Pawling, N. Y., lies 
Starkdale Farm,- which has been the 
home of many generations of Starks 
since long before the Revolution, when 
it was occupied on a royal lease from 
King George of England by an an- 
cestor of the present owner, James 
Stark. The fine old colonial house 
and substantial modern dairy barns 
are of more recent date, however, 
and the purebred Holstein herd is al- 
most “brand new.”

ly on the idea that profitable produc- 
tion is fundamental and pleasing type 
a feature of only slightly less impor- 
tance. 

According to Prof. Wing, formerly 
in charge of testing at Cornell, this 
was the first herd in New York State 
to be entered in Herd Improvement 
Registry and as a result of the first 
year in this work a herd test average 
of 436.9 lbs. from 13,059 lbs. milk 
has been established. Several of the 
members of the herd, had they made 
the same production in Advanced 
Registry work as they did in Herd 
Test, would now be New York State 
Champions. This year practically the 
entire herd is running in Classifica- 
tion B. with some fine records in pros- 
pect. 

One member of the herd was run 
in Classification B last year instead 
of in Herd Test, and as a result she 
has four State Records—one of them 
a World’s Record—to her credit. She 
is Dytsia Waldorf Jewel 1036823, one 
of the good producing sisters men- 
tioned above as bred in the Pulver 
herd. Her Class B records as junior 
three-year-old are 681.08 lbs. fat from 
21,127.4 lbs. milk in 305 days and 
731.44 lbs. fat from 22,315.9 lbs. milk 
in 365 days.

North Dakota News Letter

A SPARK OF OPTIMISM 

One should not be pessimistic, but 
when we make a survey of the present 
crop outlook for 1929 we cannot help 
but feel that the dream of a bounte- 
ous harvest which many of us en- 
joyed in April is not going to mater- 
ialize. Grain crops are going to be 
“light,” with the possible exception of 
corn. The first cutting of alfalfa was 
only fair and many have been disap- 
pointed with pastures. The exclusive 
small grain farmer has_ sufficient 
cause to worry for his only “bet” is 
lost. The one with plenty of live 
stock may be somewhat disappointed 
but things could be worse. He is in 
a position to utilize as feed much of 
the crop which it would be uneco- 
nomical to thresh. He has a second 
cutling of alfalfa-to look forward to 
and the corn crop has a good chance. 
The prices of live stock and live stock 
products are fair to good. All in all 
he has a good “hand to draw to” and 
a chance to win. His good judg- 
ment should lead him to “discard” his 
lower-producing cows so that he may 
have plenty of feed for the rest. Tak- 
ing North Dakota as a whole, this 
would probably mean the elimination 
of one-third of the cows kept for milk. 
Most of these should be eliminated 
regardless of the feed situation and 
their passing should be considered a 
gain rather than a loss. 

Now, suppose the unprofitable one- 
third of our cows kept for milk were 
eliminated this year and the remain- 
ing cows mated with better bulls. 
What an improvement we would have 
made in dairy production in years to 
follow. Then suppose the short small 
grain crop led us to plant more alfal- 
fa, sweet clover and corn for silage, 
so that our good cows were always 
fed enough of these good milk-produc- 
ing feeds. How much greater would 
the income per cow be? Then go on 
a little farther. How much surer 
would our small grain crops be if they 
were planted in a rotation following 
crops of sweet clover and corn? 


The old saying that ‘there is no 
great loss without some gain” might 
be true of farming. Anyway, such 
reasoning strikes up a little spark of 
optimism in us. 





HETTINGER SUBSTATION HERD 
MAKES GOOD RECORDS UNDER 
HERD TEST PLAN 
The Hettinger Substation herd is 
the first herd in North Dakota to 
complete a yearly milk and butterfat 
record under the new Herd Test plan. 
C. H. Plath, superintendent of the 
substation reports that the herd of 15 
cows produced an average of 11,393 
pounds of milk and 419.4 pounds of 
butterfat. The highest individual rec- 
ord was 16,531 pounds of milk and 
523.5 pounds of butterfat. Included in 
the year’s test were eight heifers in 
their first lactation period. The aver- 
age production of these heifers was 

424 pounds of butterfat. 

Mr. Plath has reason to feel proud 
of the records made during the first 
year and can look forward to even 
better results as the heifers come 
into maturity. “We are very enthus- 
iastic over this method of testing for 
official records and for the general im- 
provement of pure bred Holstein 
herds” is the statement which he 
made regarding the plan of testing. 

Several other herds are now being 
tested under the Herd Test plan and 
Prof. J. R. Dice reports a growing 
interest in the plan throughout the 
State.

While this Station was only started 
last year, there were many interesting 
sights and breeders throughout the 
state will watch with interest the 
work which the Station plans to do. 
The proven sire project which has 
been started will mean much to dairy 
cattle breeders. The “ice well,” which 
is really a huge block of ice in the 
ground to be used in cooling cream, 
was an interesting feature of the trip 
and appears to be a very practical 
means of producing better quality 
cream. The cattle are making very 
good records and the _ surroundings 
speak well of Mr. Watt’s ability to 
manage such a Station. Holstein 
breeders should make it a point to 
visit the Station when in the vicinity 
of Mandan. 

Other herds visited were those of 
Oswald Oss, Chas. Keidal & Son, Man- 
dan, and the Penitentiary herd at 
Bismarck. 

At Jamestown the dairymen were 
entertained at the State Hospital, 
where a very fine lunch was served. 
A trip to inspect the herd was a 
feature of the day. The herd is made 
up of over 100 grade and pure bred 
Holsteins. The modern concrete barn 
is the last word in dairy barn con- 
struction and the way in which it is 
kept a credit to the management of 
the institution. In company with 
Harper J. Brush, County Agent, the 
herds of H. R. Little and A. B. Law- 
rence at Eldridge and Soren Madsen 
& Son at Jamestown were visited. 

The speaking programs at both 
places were interesting, although poor- 
ly attended.

JULY MILK PRICES 


Milk prices for July are substantial- 
ly higher than for the preceding 
month and also for July of the pre- 
ceding year, according to figures com- 
piled by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics at Washington. The July 
1929 average is $2.77 a hundred for 
3.5% milk at the local shipping station 
or country plant. A similar price for 
June 1929 was $2.70 and for July 1928 
$2.68. The New England States made 
the biggest and in fact the only sub- 
stantial gain with an average of $3.72 
as compared with $3.52 for June and 
$3.51 for July a year ago. The Moun- 
tain States are down eight cents a 
hundred with $2.32, which, however, 
is somewhat higher than the price a 
year ago. The important Middle 
Atlantic section is $2.92, the same 
figure as for June but twenty cents a 
hundred higher than for July 1928.
